THE CA BINET M EETING. 

TlM riaaaeial QaesUoa Ulaaaaaed— Fas- 
ter'* atataateat. 

W.\sni.N(iToN. .Ftine 37.— The cabinet 
meeting called Friday to consider finan- 
cial quei^tions, was attended by Secre- 
taries Poster, Tracy, Noble, Rusk and 
Postmaster General Wanamaker, Sec- 
retaries Blaine and Proctor and Attorney 
Qeneral Miller were absent, and their 
departments were not represented. The 
questions diacoised were the continued 
coinage of silver, the extension of the 
four-and-a-half per cent, bonds and the 
change in the form of the asset and 
liabiUty stotement. 

Secretary Foater made the followbig 
statement as the result of the cabinet 
meeting affecting the coinage of silver: 

"After a fall and 'careful considara- 
tion of the law relating to the coinage 
of silver, Secretary Foster finds that toe 
act of March 8, 1891, requires that the 
secretanr of the treasury shall as soon 
as pracncaUe, coin the trade dollar bars 
into silvOT doliara.' He also finds that 
$150,000 has been appropriated for the 
of subaidiajy silver coin into 
anoh denomin^ons as will best serve to 
ive it drculatioB. There is constant 
emand for small coins, princiuaUy 
dimes which the mints nave 
not been able to supply. The sec- 
retary of the treastuy has decided 
that hia first duty in thi.s matter is to 
obey the direction of congi-ess. Con- 
gress has ordered the coinage of the 
trade dollar bars into standard silver 
dollars. The coinage of the trade dollar 
bars in this manner will transform what 
cost $5,087,967 into 5,148.218 standard 
dollars. The secretary finds that it will 
require perhaps four months to perform 
the work of coining trade dollar bars 
into standard dollars and recoining 
the subsiaiary silver. Therefore, the 
question of the continued coinage of sil- 
ver dollars as heretofore, is not a prac- 
tical one at iireseiit.," 

WIND AND RAIN.
